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HOW TO FORM A RIFLE CLUB. 


It Writ Cost Very Littie, anp WILL Mzan 
A Lor or Fux. 


THERE are few men who would care to, single-handed, 


undertake the formation of a rifle club simply 
because they feel that it wou'd be a good thing for t 


British nation at large. 

_ The risk of being looked upon either as an officious 
individual, or as a man with some deep-laid scheme for 
making money out of the club in some way or other, is 
too great to encourage success. 

Therefore, I do not advocate the organisation of such 
a club by one individual, but rather by a committee of 
three or four persons who can well divids am ngst 
them what little peponsibilty actually does exist. 

If you personally feel that you would like to become 
a member of a rifle club, and there is no club of the 
kind within a reasonable distance of your home, the 
best thing for you to do would be to speak to two or three 
of your cronies on the subjec‘, and get their opinions. 

hen, if you fully decide to organise a club, you 
should ascertain first of all whether it would le possi- 
ble to make use of the existing Morris Tube ranges of 
your local Volunteer corps. To do this, the commanding 
officer should becommunicated with and permission ask 

If he is sufficiently interested in movement to 
courteously allow you to use the range and the rifles 
two or three nights a week—when they are not required 
by the Volunteers—you could arranne to pay the 
musketry instructor a nominal sum weekly—or a lump 
sum down—to instruct your members in the use of the 
wea) and to keep them clean. Five shillings a week, 
or £5 down, ought to satisfy him. 

Having settled this to your committee's satisfaction, 
you should each of ie invite your friends to join, and 

in turn could introduce their friends. Each 
name, however, should be submitted to the committee, 
and approved by them. In this way you will consid:r- 
ably lessen the risk of getting undesirable memb2rs 
who would be likely to abuse their privileges.
